Redemption Brought Potential

Report Shows Few 
Catholic Volumes 
In Public Libraries 


Brooklyn—Supporting its claim 
that too few Catholic religious 
books are on the shelves of the 
various branch libraries, the Brook- 
lyn Catholic Action Council has 
submitted to the trustees of the 
Brooklyn Public Library its find- 
ings in a survey made in twelve 
representative branches of the 
Public Library. The Council’s re- 
port indicates that Catholic books 
on the library shelves are outnum- 
bered seven to one by the Protest- 
ant books there, and it recommends 
that the religious books ‘procured 
in the future should be predomin- 
antly Catholic until such time as

To answer the charge that there 
is no reading public for Catholic 
books, the Council cites its finding 
that during the last three and a 
half years Catholic books in the 
twelve branch libraries surveyed 


have been borrowed on an average’

Father Dudley Tie of 
Dangers to the Home

| The Rev. Owen F. Dudley, well 
|known author and speaker of Eng- 
land, recently spoke of the dangers 
‘which are threatening the home, 
| and predicted another war-——a war 
‘between the Catholic Church and 
ithe World—the war for the Chris- 
tian home. 

' “The home,” said Father Dudley, 
“is in danger from the world today. 
The modernist order is to put the 
‘home in the background. The Cath- 
olic ideal is that the home comes 
first and foremost in home life and 
social life. 

“The extreme modernist idea is 
to abolish the home altogether; to 
make children—if there are any— 
State property. I should think the 
final idea would be to abolish chil 
dren. 

“Mr. Bertrand Russell said that 
a world government would control 
the home life. If so the home as 
we know it would vanish. Once 
home life is centered in the State 
and not in the home, the home is 
doomed, In Russia you have an ex- 
ample of the State becoming the 
center of home life. 

“The rest of the world has not 
yet gone to the Russian extreme, 
but in spite of that the home is in 
most grave danger from the world.

An Instruct ructed Catholic 
Is Never Honestly 
‘Converted’ 


T has often been said that a per- 
verted Catholic, or even one who 
voluntarily relinquishes his Church 
will never become a good Protes- 
tant. Attention is often called to 
this truth by historians and by in- 


| fidel writers, who have given con- 


siderable study both to the Catholic 
Church and to Protestantism. We 
are here reminded of the words of 
Brann (in his “Iconoclast”) which 
are in effect: If a person cannot be- 
lieve that the oldest Christian 
Church is the true Church, how can 
he believe that any one of the 
Christian denominations launched 
during the past few centuries could 
pass as the true Church? If he 
cannot believe that the Church es- 
tablished by Christ is the true 
Church, how can he believe that one 
started by Tom, Dick or Harry, in 
recent years, is the true Church? 
If he cannot believe that the 
Church to which all Christians m 
many countries belonged, for more 
than a thousand years, is the true 
Church, how can he believe that 
any of the modern sects, small in 
membership, confined to one or two 
countries, and unknown to _ the 
Apostles and Martyrs, has the true 
gospel?

a glance that the Catholic Church 
‘is the only Church in the world 
today which traces her origin back 
‘to Christ. It shows that she alone 
‘was founded by Christ while all 


\other churches were established by 


‘men. It is such conclusive proof as 
‘this that prevents instructed Cath- 
‘olics from being perverted to an~« 
other faith. 

The vertical lines of the chart 

indicate the centuries of the Chris- 
tian era: The horizontal lines rep- 
resent some of the larger and more 
important of the many hundreds of 
religious denominations that have 
risen during the past nineteen cen- 
turies. Those lines indicate the 
duration of the various ‘sects by 
‘beginning at the respective dates 
of origin, and ceasing when they 
disappeared, The width of the line 
‘shows the approximate size of the 
denomination. 
It is to be noted that Protes- 
itantism first appears upon the 
earth in the sixteenth century, in 
contrast to the Catholic Church 
which had been in existence at 
that time for fifteen hundred years, 
having been founded by Jesus 
Christ in Jerusalem in the year 33 
A. D. 

“When a Catholic renounces his 
belief in the Real Presence,” said

And it was the 
custom of old to draw a curtain 
across the sanctuary at this time 
to keep the silence inviolate and 
hide the mystery now rapidly com- 
ing on from the vulgar gaze. 


The imperative “Orate Fratres” 
is now enjoined on the -people. 
“Pray brethren,” the priest says, 
“that my sacrifice and yours may 
be well-pleasing to God the Father 
Almighty.” It cannot be too often 
insisted upon that the Mass is not 
only the action of the priest, but 
of the people as well. The cele- 
brant is their representative; they 
are co-actors with him. Moreover, 
this is the last time he will face 
the congregation until the sacrifice 
is completed. It is the sacerdotal 
privilege to enter into the Holy of 
Holies alone—alone with God, 
standing there in the awful stark 
simplicity of his human nature, 
involving and handling the Sacred 
‘Host which is God Himself.

AN ANCIENT CUSTOM 


Cathedral Pastor Presents Oratorio 
After the Manner of St. 
Philip Neri. 


N the occasion of the eighty- 

eighth anniversary of the con- 
secration of St. Peter’s Cathedral, 
Cincinnati, Ohio, the Very Rev. 
William Anthony, pastor, began a 
series of Sunday afternoon musi- 
cales similar to those held in Rome 
in the sacristy of the Chiesa 
Nuovo. By way of explanation of 
the novelty, Msgr. Anthony pre- 
faced the program with the fol- 
lowing words: “Endowed with a 
semblance of the simplicity of St. 
Francis of Assisi, with a universal 
good humor, and a desire to be 
pleasant and kind to all, St. Philip 
Neri was a great favorite in Rome, 
Among many other methods, he 
conceived the idea of having con- 
certs associated with religion. And 
so, in the sacristy of the church, 
where he now lies buried, he insti- 
tuted the oratorio. The music at 
these entertainments was _ not 
strictly liturgical but was always 
based on some religious subject. 
There was a bit of prayer, and a 
short, fervent address accompany- 
ing the music. In the course of 
time these concerts became fa- 
mous. From these original ora- 
torios in the sacristy of his church, 
our present oratorios have de- 
veloped; though, now, they have 
lost all semblance of devotional 
character, except the title of the 
subject on which the composition is 
based. Today the oratorios are still 
continued in their original form in 
Rome. Recalling old memories, we 
are going to try to imitate the 
original oratorio of St. Philip Neri 
in the Vestry of St. Peter’s Cath- 
edral.

testant books, and on an average of 
1.02 times more often than the 
works of modernistic authors. 
The survey was confined to the 
religious book section of the branch 
libraries surveyed. A total of 2,046 
‘volumes are catalogued in this sec- 
‘tion of all the branches surveyed, 
and these books were borrowed a 
total of 15,124 times in the period 
from January 1, 1930, indicating 
that the average religious book is 
taken out of the libraary about 
seven and one-half times in three 
and a half years. The Catholic 
books, however, were borrowed 
more than twelve and one-half 
times in the same period, while the 
Protestant books, which totalled 
1,114 by themselves, were borrowed 
less than the average number of

organization as a prerequisite.

“If Catholic women, alone 
even, were to combine to stay 
away from the movies and to 
keep their children away until 
their demands were heeded, the 
exhibitors would soon be ‘on the 
side of the angels’ and the pro- 
ducers be brought to terms. So 
long as we talk and do nothing, 
nothing will be done by the pro- 
ducers either.”

Stations Discontinue 
Rutherford Programs 
As Catholics Protest 


Portland, Ore,—Following pro- 
tests lodged by the Rose City So- 
dality Conference and the Catho- 
lic Young People’s society, Stations 
KGY and KEX have discontinued 
the “Judge Rutherford” broadcasts.

“Undoubtedly you will be inter+ 
ested in knowing that the Judge 
Rutherford transcriptions have 
been discontinued over both KGY 
and KEX. The reasons for discon- 
tinuing these broadcasts shall he 
kept private.
